It may be added that the situation is not 


•'without its'political ramifications. The failure of France and 


- her allies to agree upon harmonious policies for German stabil- 


ization has undoubtedly had an exceedingly depressing 
effect 


upon the exchange generally.

The careful reader will find a veritable textbook in inter- 


. -national commerce, politics and finance in the day by day news 


from the European capitals and Washington. He cannot but 
be impressed by the outstanding fact of the interdependence of 
.all nations. None is really independent, except in the strictest 
.political sense. And again, the observer must be impressed with 
.the powers of resistance of the great states under the most ad- 
"rerse circumstances. That Germany, for instance, can hold to- 
gether her filmy financial structure with the once proud mark 
"quoted at 18 or 20 for a cent, is amazing. The interdependence
